Total Loot $37,000 
Steel Pay Roll. 


Two minor slips—the breakdown of 
én automobile and the giving of a $4.25 
tip to a taxicab driver—plus day and 
night work by a small army of postal 
inspectors, led yesterday to the cap- 
ture of the lone robber who staged a 
bold daylight holdup of the mails at 
Indiana Harbor last Wednesday and 
escaped with $37,000. 

He is Daniel F. Hesly, 26 years old, 
4009 South Mozart street, formerly a 
star track, football and baseball man 
at a north side high school. He was 
arrested by postal inspectors under 
Grant B. Miller and G. F. H. Birdseye 
and policemen of the detective bureau 
as he and his 20 year old wife, soon 
to become a mother, stepped into their 
room at the Morrison hotel. 

Recover Mest of Loot. 

Practically all the loot has been re- 
covered, Hesly had $12,000 of it in his 
room. In safety deposit boxes in the 
National Bank of the Republic and in 
a Park Ridge. institution, according to 
the inspectors, is $24,000 more. Mrs. 
Mary Hesly, mother of the man under 
arrest, turned over $300 to the authori- 
ties and several hundred more was 
found hidden ina barrel in the rear of 
her home in Park Ridge. 

Chief Inspector Miller of the Chi- 
cago Office, and Chief Bifdséye of the 
Cincinnati office, adopted a ruse last 
Saturday to make Hesly believe they 
had gone off on a false clew and that 
he was safe with his fortune. They 
asserted*a beliéf that Santds Calabrese, 
whose body was found bullet riddled in 
a ditch at Broadview, was the robber 
and that he had beén wounded in a 
duel with Deputy Sheriff Walter Fish- 
er of Mokena on a road twelve miles 
from Joliet. Fisher was shot to death. 

Throws Suspect Off Guard. 

The story fitted in many important 
details. Hesly bad been in Joliet only 
a short time before the killing of the 
deputy. The announced theory was 
that Calabrese, the supposed killer, 
fied to Broadview with his loot and 
was killed there by super-robbers prey- 
ing on the original bandit. 

Yesterday Chief Inspector Miller as- 
serted that it was all a plant to deceive 
Hesly and that his men had already, 
at the time the theory was announced, 
fixed the crime on the ex-high school 
athlete. 

The story as it stands now is that 
Frank Watson, driver of a truck haul- 
ing mail from the railroad station in 
Indiana Harbor to the postoffice, was 
halted by a car parked in an alley. 
From it stepped Hesly, with a revolver 
held under his coat. Workmen on a 
building across the street saw nothing 
of the drama. 

Pay Roll of Steel Company. 

Hesly forced Watson to show him 
the sacks containing the $37,000 in- 
tended for a pay roll of the Inland 
Steel company. These he took. Then 
he compelled Watson to get into his 
car and to drive. They headed for 
Joliet, with Watson driving and the 
bandit on the rear seat with his re- 
volver and his loot. 

At a lonely spot a stop was made, 
and Hesly, with a razor blade, slit 
the sacks and took the currency, 
which was wrapped in small canvas 
bags. Then he ordered a resumption 
of the journey. Things moved along 
nicely until they reached the outskirts 
of Joliet; where the clutch on the car 
began to slip.

“On the first point—submission : to 
the sultan—it will be necessary that 
this phrase be replaced by another:

poral authority of the sultan. - 

“On the second point—retirement 
of Emir Abd-el Krim from the Riff— 
the governments [France and Spain] 
must ask themselves if in the interests 
of the Riff and their own interests 
such immediate retirement shall be de- 
sirable or possible. — 

“Perhaps a way can be found to 
discuss such retirement, but there can 
be no doubt that the emir will, deem 
it necessary to reserve the t to 
make such a disposition spontaneously. 
There can be no question of his retire- 
ment specifically from Islamic terrt- 
tories. 

“On the third point—disarmament— 
it can be considered, but with com- 
pensatory establishment of a military 
police system in the interfor of the} 
Riff, with a guarantee that the tribes 
reserve an administrative autonomy. 

“We hope to make a sincere and 
lasting peace, so there may be no de- 
parture from these considerations.”

Miller McClintock, director of the 
traffic survey of the Association of 
Commerce, announced yesterday that 
a thorough study of’ the proposal is 
being made with a view of linking it 
with other recommendations for speed- 
ing up travel in the city’s streets. 

“We have three peak Joads of traf. 
fic in the loop at present,”’ said Mr. Mc- 
Clintock. “One comes at 8 or 9 a. m., 
another at noon, and a third a few 
|minutes after five in the evening. The 
evening congestion is the heaviest. 

“ At that time the great buildings 
empty hundreds of thousands into the 
streets at once.

SOCIALISM IN WARTIME. 


Chicago, April 19.—Although in time of 
peace socialism brings about final stag- 
nation and death, because it abolishes 
competition, yet in time of war, there Is 
such an intense outside competition that 
a high degree of socialism is necessary 
to secure victory. 

The conscription of noncombatants 
and wealth is the next logical step in the 
evolution of the art of warfare. 

In the olden times the emperor of «a 
great territory called on his various do- 
minions for soldiers and they were gath- 
ered together, a motley array without 
much order or system, and the various 
regiments were allowed the utmost free- 
dom of pillage and booty. This was nec- 
essary ; otherwise the soldiers would not 
fight. But now the central authority is 
absolute, Every last detail of equipment 
and behavior is standardized. The next 
step then is to extend this control over 
the noncombatants. They then become 
an adjunct to the army. 

There is no more arduous task than 
warfare. There is nothing that requires 
greater energy, resource, knowledge, 
skill, courage or craft, and if the govern- 
ment is the one and only agency able to 
combine all these forces then how foolish 
it is to claim that it is not fit to per- 
form the much easier task of carrying on 
the industry that supports the warfare. 
If the government can seize men why 
cannot it seize property? If it can com- 
pel men to fight why cannot it compe! 
them, to work? 

In the next great war not only will 
the combatants be drafted, but every 
person in the country will also, and al! 
property will be seized and the whole 
knit into a complete fighting machine. 
This will not be done because it is wrong 
to compel soldiers to fight for a dollar 
a day while others work in safety for 
ten dollars, but because the nation will 
not. be able to secure victory otherwise. 
These things will bé adopted as a matter 
of necessity, for the same reason that 
gunpowder and poison gas were adopted.

Quakes Rock Hilo; 


Volcano Still Is Active 


HILO, T. H., April 20.—()—Terrific | 
earthquakes shook the district of Ki-! 
lauea volcano, on the 4,000 foot level | 
of Mauna Loa, which has been in erup- | 
tion for a week past, at 5:10 o’clock 
this afternoon. The quakes caused 
enormous avalanches in Halemaumau

Leathery thuds mingled with cries 
of “ Atta boy!” and “ Sock ’im again!”’ 
soon may be familiar sounds in Chicago 
following a decision by Corporation 
Counsel Busch yesterday interpreted 
as meaning that “the lid is off’’ ama- 
teur boxing. 

In a letter to Chief of Police Collins 
Mr. Busch explained that although offi- 
cial tabulation is incomplete, passage 
of the boxing referendum is unques- 
tioned. It provides that professional 
bouts cannot be staged until a state 
commission, is appointed, he said, but 
there is no apparent reason why ama- 
teur bouts may not begin at once. 

To be classified as amateurs, fighters 
shall not. receive direct. compensation 
for their efforts. The amount of “ ex- 
pense’ money and cther forms of re- 
ward, however, remains to be deter- 
mined. 

Bouts in Athletic Clubs. 

Athletic clubs may invite local or 
out of town boxers to wallop each 
other any number of rounds, or to a 
knockout, and be within the law. Ad- 
mission may be charged so long as the 
fighters do not directly share in the 
receipts. Boxing shows of this kind 


| have not been legal in Chicago for 


years. 

The ruling of Mr. Busch legalizes 
bouts that have been held secretly in 
defiance of police or which have been 
protected by court injunction restrain- 
ing the police. All of these bouts, 
however, have been restricted to three 
and four,zround affairs. 

State Senator Edward J. Hughea, 
who worked for passage of the boxing 
bill at Springfield, and who intends to 
have something to say when the rules 


to govern contests are drawn by the, 
commission, has taken exception to 
the ruling of Busch. 

Under Nationa] A. A. VU. rules and ' 
those which govern the amateur bouts! 
in the Olympic games, no contests go 
more than four rounds and each ses- 
sion is for two minutes. The length 
of an ordinary bout is threé rouhds, 
but an extra round is permitted when 
the judges and referee cannot deter- 
nrine the winner. 

These rules govern the Central A. A. 
U. championships now in progress at 
the Dexter Park pavilion in the stock- 
yards. They cover all] contests in which 
national amateur champions are deter- 
mined, and it is Senator Hughes’. view 
that this code should apply in amateur 
boxing under commission rule. " 


' Cites Sencio Death. 
“The growing boy should not be 


subjected to the same strain as the 
mature athlete,” Senator Hughes said 
yesterday. “I do not believe Clever 
Sencio, the Filipino who died as a re- 
sult of his encounter with Bud Taylor 
in Milwaukee Monday night, is a day 
older than eighteen. ‘The strain of this 
battle undoubtedly had something te 
do with his death. Deaths of this kind 
most certainly would result in amateur 
bouts permitted to go ten rounds.
